Description:Castle Church is dedicated to St. Mary and dates from the Norman period; it was connected to the 
Collegiate Church of St. Mary in Stafford until 1547. The tower was rebuilt in the fifteenth century; to 
celebrate a marriage between the Staffords and the Nevilles, the families' arms were incorporated into the 
west side of the tower in 1424. By 1841 the church was in such a poor state of repair that most of the building, 
apart from the tower, was rebuilt by Sir Gilbert Scott. Built into the west wall of the north aisle a carved stone, 
dated between 1180 and 1200. The stone was found in 1896 and is believed to be part of an altar. [INTERNET] 


Parish History 
In the period 1742 to 1898 the church is said to have been dedicated to St Lawrence. 


The parish of CASTLE CHURCH may have been created in the Saxon period from part of 
BRADLEY. 


From 1844 FOREBRIDGE was a a chapelry district of CASTLE CHURCH. In 1861 the parish of 
FOREBRIDGE was formed from a part of CASTLE CHURCH. 


From 1887 RICKERSCOTE was a mission church to FOREBRIDGE. In 1962 the parish of 
RICKERSCOTE was formed from parts of CASTLE CHURCH and FOREBRIDGE.

The church, at Deanshill near the Castle, was built in the Norman period. It was rebuilt 1844 to 
designs by ARCHITECT and reconsecrated in XXXX.

John Lineall (compliant minister of Castle Church) c1585-?1659 Add23 
Lineall, born about 1585, is of unknown parentage. He was probably only educated to literate 
grade. On 23 Dec 1610 he was ordained deacon by Chester at Chester cathedral. In 1610 he was in 
office as parochial curate at Weston-upon-Trent. In 1613 he was appointed as parochial curate of 
Stafford St Chad. He appears to have been appointed by the parishioners as a contemporary note 
recorded "Item, charges at Lichfield when we were cited thither about placing Mr. Lyneall the 
curate at S. Chaddes 2/10". By Aug 1621 he had succeded John Cox e1540-1621 as parochial curate 
of Castle Church. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he continued here as compliant minister. At Castle Church his 
salary was £8 pa which on 23 Jun 1658 was in arrears as stated in his petition of that date to Oliver 
Cromwell qua Protector "Petition of John Lineall, minister at Castlechurch, near Stafford, to the 
Protector. I have been curate 37 years, and been painful to draw souls to God, only receiving £8 a 
year out of the Exchequer, though the tithes and glebe lands are worth £100, and I have to hire a 
house in Stafford, and my salary is now 1% years, being £10, in arrears. I am 70 years old, my wife 
60, and we have had many children to maintain ..." A few months later in Feb 1658.9 he senta 
second petition to Richard Cromwell when his salary was said to be 2% years (£18) in arrears. Still 
in office Lineall probably died, aged about 74, in 1659 or shortly after. Lineall married about 1612 
to Frances (b c1592) by whom he had ?3 sons and 3 daughters. In 1658 John Felton (probably John 
Felton of Stafford stationer c1630-1685) printed and sold a book written by Lineall entitled Iter 
Mediteranium ... (below). This was a short book of "drolling verse" concerning the summer law 
circuit of John Glynne (Lord Justice) 1603-1666 and Roger Hill (Baron of the Exchequer) 1605- 
1667. Of the book it was later said that "the lord Glynne was so far from having any knowledge of it, 
or consenting to its writing, that there was great enquiry after the author to have him punished for 
his abuses of, and smart reflections on, him." Lineall also composed an (?unpublished) acrostic 
poem addressed to "To his Highnesse Richard by God's providence the second Lord Protector of our 
Common Wealth, etc." It is said that "Each letter in the title of the poem becomes in its turn the 
commencement of one of the 147 verses which compose it. " The following lines end the poem: 
Your Highnesse suppliant humbly in the Lord, | John Lineal, Preacher of God's sacred word | At Castle 
Church, a place in Staffordshire, | Where he receiveth eight pounds by the year, | Which he hath truly in 
Exchequer pay, | For which he thanks your Highnesse night and day. | He aged is full threescore yeares 
and ten, | A long time now to live with mortall Men, | His wife also is threescore years and one, | That 
Stipend poor they still do live upon. | Now if your Highnesse would be so much pleas'd, | That his eight 
pounds to forty pound be rais'd, | He thinks that he should live with more content, | Then hundred 
pounds thrice some receive in rent, | Though's stipend be but eight pounds by the year, | Which he 
receives for feeding souls so dear, | Yet his poor Tallent he will never hide, | In verse he writes, yet God 
is still his guide."

Edward Southall (parochial curate of Weston-upon-Trent, Staffs) 1636-1674 

Southall, christened on 2 Feb 1635.6 at Albrighton, was second son of John Southall of "Beamish 
Hall", Albrighton, Salop "gentleman" 1604-... and Dorothy (Deane ALIAS Wood). He was (probably) 
only educated to literate grade. He was in office as a schoolmaster at Church Eaton Grammar 
School when he subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 12 Aug 1662. In Dec 1662 he was ordained 
deacon by Lichfield and was then in office (jointly) as parochial curate of Castle Church and 
Coppenhall. In Dec 1663 he was ordained priest and licensed as a preacher (both) by Lichfield. On 
21 Dec 1663 he was appointed stipendiary curate of Longford, Salop and was still in office on 21 Jul 
1665. Perhaps in Autumn 1665 after probable presentation by Walter Fowler of St Thomas (by 
Stafford) Esquire 1620-1684 he was appointed parochial curate of Weston-upon-Trent. In 1665 he 
did not certify the hearth tax for Weston-upon-Trent constablewick and was not assessed there. 
About 25 Mar 1666 he signed the parish register as "Vicar". He resigned at Weston-upon-Trent 
before 8 Jun 1670 when after presentation by Thomas Talbot of Longford, Salop gentleman 
c1649-.... he was instituted as rector of Longford, Salop. Still in office he died, aged 38, and was 
buried here on 22 May 1674. His administration was granted at Lichfield on 17 Sep 1674. His 
personalty was valued at £19/19/2 and included " his books 16/6". Southall married about 1671 to 
Elizabeth by whom he had one son. John Southall (parochial curate of Patshull, Staffs) 1634-1677 
was his older brother. Thomas Southall B.A. (presbyterian minister of Codsall, Staffs) 1608-.... and 
William Southall (Vicar of Pattingham, Staffs) 1611-1677 were his uncles. Edward Southall was 
succeded at Longford by his uncle William.

John Sherratt (? parochial curate of Castle Church & Coppenhall) c1640-1675 


Sherratt was born (perhaps) about 1640 of unknown parentage. As a literate in Sep 1664 he was 
ordained deacon by Lichfield but may never have been ordained priest. By Sep 1664 he was Master 
of Church Eaton Grammar School in succession to Edward Southall ?1636-1673. Southall was also 
(plurally) parochial curate of Castle Church and Coppenhall and it seems probable that Sherratt 
succeded him in those offices at the same time. Sherratt was also licensed as a preacher at 
Penkridge in Sep 1664. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Coppenhall-cum-Butterhall 
constablewick but was not assessed there. Still in office at Church Eaton and probably at Castle 
Church & Coppenhall he died, aged about 35, and was buried on 10 Apr 1675 at Church Eaton.
